A method for diabetic wound healing, said method comprising administering a 
pharmaceutical composition comprising a subpolycythemic erythropoietin weekly dose 
of 1 to 90 international units (IU) EPO/kg body weight to a subject in need of said wound 
healing for healing of said diabetic wound. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
invention is drawn to treatment of diabetic wounds with a low dose of EPO. The prior art 
does not suggest or teach a low dose treatment for diabetic wounds, let alone a single 
weekly low dose for diabetic wound healing. Applicants have demonstrated superior 
wound healing in an in vivo animal model with a weekly low dose of EPO.
